I am submitting herewith a report on the pests collected, 
during the month of January, 1914. Attention is called to the 
fact that one egg mass of the Gipsy Moth was detected on cedar 
from Japan, and a single Brown Tail nest (?) has "been taken on 
Mahaleb stock from Prance . The European Tussock Moth ( Notolophus 
an tlqua Linn. ) has been intercepted on two shipments of Holland 
rose stock, and the Oriental Moth (Cnidocampa flavescens Walk.), 
which has an extensive distribution in the Orient, has been de- 
tected on plants from Japan. The European pear scale ( Bpidiaspi s 
piricola Del G« ) , a coccid which has in recent years become es- 
tablished in certain sections of California, has been reported 
on pear seedlings from Prance. The records of brown-tail moth 
infestation noted in News Letter No. 2, will appear in the re- 
port for February.
